Thanks to Lenny Finn we are a"ble to show pictures of $1 and $5 depression scrip 
issued in W 0 lfetoro“ N. H. in 1933. (inside front cover). At the bottom is shown the rewr, 
of the $5. scrip. The §1. had similar reverse but is numbered #1573. I expect this is ' 
sucnosed to represent Governor Wentworth who had a summer home in Wolfeboro, The secretary’ 
signature is very faint on both pieces but is M. B. Avery, I believe. These seem to be very 
scarce . 


The Goody Cole Medal 

A most interesting medal was issued in 1938 for the Hampton, N. H. 300th anniversary. 
It is in the shape of an arrow hwad and in antique bronze finish. On one side is the town 
seal which has a shield at the center with 3 cinquefoils and Winnacunnet on ribbon below. 

On top nf the shield is a church, to the left is a bluff on the seacoast ( I think} and to 
the right are 3 stacks of marsh hay (which look like acorns). Inside the circle which borde; 
the seal is "TOWN OF HAMPTOH.N. H./ SETTLED 1638 INCORPORATED 1639". Outside the circle is 
"HAMPTON, N.H. TERCENTENARY/ 1638-1938". 

The reverse has at the top "HAMPTON BEACH”. In th4 center is shown an old lady with 
bonnet arwbelow this "Eunice (GOODY) COLE" Around the outside is "CONVICTED OF WITCHCRAFT 1 1 
1656/ RESTORED TO CITIZENSHIP IN 1958". The medal is rather scarce. Art Moody of Hampton 
has only seen one which was recovered from a sewer. He says it polished up nice and shines 
like gold. I bought one in an auction of a lawyer's estate in Concord. It was in a bag with 
foreign coins, tokens® etc. and cost me plenty as someone else was determined to buy the lc 
However, another collector picked one up recently at a reasonable price. 

The "Goody"Cole story is what makes this medai most interesting. She was the only 
person convicted of witchcraft in New Hampshire. Dow's history of Hampton, gives us some 
details. Eunice "Goody" Cole was reported to be ill natured, ugly, artful, aggravating,, 
malicious, and revengeful so perhaps the only person who loved her was her husband who " 
said he deeded all his property to her so she would not leave him. 

In the Norfolk, Mass court which was the county seat for Hampton then, it was testified 
that she said there was a witch in town and she knew where "hee"-dwelt, and that she knew 
about a child that had been changed from a man to an ape. Sobriety Moulton and Goodwife Sle 
were talking about that child when they heard something scraping on the boards or windows o 
the house, but they could see nothing although sound was do loud there would have been some 
scratched left if it were a dog or cat scratching. Tom Philbrick said if any of his calves 
ate her grass she wished it migh "peysen" them, and he never saw one of his calves after. 
Abraham Drake denoted that he and others found her cow and brought it home and she desired 
■r--,'; bo "flea the cow, and presently she charged me with killing her cow. He lost two cattle 
forthwith and one Inter. She was found guilt;/ and sentenced to be whipped and imprisoned. 

;i "oraplained vhr she was punished twice . William Prince said that tradition is that she 
•,i.a led out of town :hair»d behind an ox cart. Art Moody says there is a legend that water 
from a well or spring near the dole home was sought by sailors for its magic powers. 

The town of Hampton was supposed to pay her board- at the prison in Boston ana July 1‘ 
1664, when the town was behind in their payment , a selectman, Tom Marston, was arrested to 
secure payment. In 1659 Goody’s husband had petitioned the town for support saying he had 
deeded all his property to his wife so she would not leave him and he could not suppirt 
himself. The town agreed to take over the property and support both of them. So now the 
town agrred to use what was loft of the property to pay toward the ja.il bill and pay rest 
our of fines etc. Boar was 8 pounds a year in 1665. YJhen her husband was sick she asked 
to be released to cane for her husband but was not released until 1871, three years after 
died. Inhabitants were required to supply food and fuel for 1 week in turn. . 

In 1672 she was arrested again accused of appearing as a dog, eagleij cat, etc. and 
enticing a young girl t o live with her, and she was jailed agaim for trial. The court 
released her with this statement" In ye case of Unis Cible the prisoner is^found not guilty 
according to idictment but just ground of vehement "suspissyen" of having famillyaryty 
with the devil. She returned to Hampton scorned, persecuted, hated, and feared. She died.

about 1530 and was buried by a vengeful mob with a stick topped with a horseshoe driven 
through her heart (accordindg to legend). Another legend says her body was later removed 
-eoretly by kingheartsd residents and properly buried near today's Meeting house Green. 

In 1S37 dames Tucker Sr., executive secretary of the Hampton Beach chamber of Commerce 
his daughter Phyllis, William D. Cram, and a few friends formed " The Society for Apprehens 
of Thoze Falsely Accusing Eunice "Gooay" Cole of Having Familiarty with the Devil . They 
succeeded in passing at the J938 Town Meeting a resolution restoring Goody Cole to her 
rightful, place a a citizen of Hampton, and authorized a public ceremony whon all official 
documents' related to the false accusations would be burned. The jsown meeting vote though 
unanimous was mot without some contoversy. Arnold Philbrick of Haverhill, Mass, descendant 
of an early accuser of Goody suggested that the meeting would condemn the pious folk ol -he 
17th century for adopting a beleif that had be4n prevalent in educated Europe for many years 
-m, i.„ sr 4.,»’;e 5 f this event was stressed by Mrs, Harry Houdini who came from Calofornia for 
the ceremony and said her late husband would thank everyone respon sible for thi s historic ev
